Of brandy, still all the evidence shows that he was there, 
450,000 gallons were manufactured; also raisins 
to the value of $100,000. The sale of grapes for 
table use yielded $150,000. The total yield 
from the culture ofthe grape amounted to 
$3,500,000. Over 10,000 acres were planted in 
grapevines also, and it is said that this year 
20,000 acres will be added. Good grape lands 
can be had in some localities for from $10 to 
$40, while in others they are valued as high as 
$100 an acre. It costs on an average about $75 
to prepare and p!ant an acre with vines before 
they bear and returna profit. Besides the 
land already used for grape culture, there are 
over 10,000 acres of unsurveyed land in Cali- 
fornia suitable for this purpose. 

According to the merchant above mention- 
ed, the increasing demand for California 
wines will not cause a rise in the prices, de- 
spite the fact that grape growers last winter 
asked almost double prices for their grapes. 
One evil, however, which may result from 
the 4 of home wines is an increase 
in the low grades of imitation or charge 
champagnes, which tend to produce a preju- 
dice against all American champagnes. There 
are over half a dozen houses carrying on the 
manufacture of spurious sparkling wines in 
New York, two of them being on Broadway. 
The method of operating is simple. The raw 
wine is cleared by the use of aluminun, gela- 
tine and alum—the latter imparting to it 
great brilliancy. After being treated witha 
flavored syrup the wineis charged, like soda 
water, With carbonic acid gas, by placing the 
bottle under a fountain. In this process the 
wine is liable to be impregnated with both 
lead and copper, which have the effect of dis- 
organizing alike the wine and the consumer’s 
stomach. Nausea, headache and ills result

Lady Campbell’s Dress.

The heraldic dress at Queen’s Victoria’s 
recent drawing-room, Which has been much 
talked about, was worn by Lady Archibald 
Campbell. It was the first instance since the 
lifteenth century of a lady appearing at a 
vourtceremony with her heraldic cogniz- 
ances forming the trimming of her dress. 
The dress was black velvet, with silver-gray 
eatin train. A gibeciere pocket, shaped like a 
shield, Was em >lazoned with the quarterings 
of the Argyll-Campbetls and the Callanders 
of Ardkinglas and Craigforth, in the proper 
heraldic tints. This pocket contained the 
handkerchief, and was supported by a band 
composed of small shields on black velvet, 
joined tegeth«r by gold Gaclic knots. Each 
shicld boxe the same quartering as those on 
the satchel. Band, satchel and train were 
fastened to the dress by means of badger of 
the fish and bog myrtle. On the train was 
embroidered the coat and arms of the Argyll- 
Campbells, the shield being five feet long.

Our New Minister to Peru.

The last volume (102) ofthe United States 
Supreme Court Reports contain some queer 
facts about Gen. Stephen T. Hurlbut, of Lili- 
nois,just appointed United States Minister to 
Peru. These facts are in the case of James 8. 
Clark et al. vs. the United States,in which the 
court decided that a person could not recover 
money used to bribe an oflicer of the United 
States. The court instating the case says 
that Gen. Hurlbut, when commmanding in 
New Orleans in 1866, received 38, 000 for his 
signature toa permit to bring in a cargo of 
cotton. He received it through one Col. Robin- 
son, acting provost marshal-general, and 
returned ft some months after an investiga- 
tion had led to the arrest of Robinson. The 
opinion of the Court of Claims, which was 
confirmed by the Supreme Court, was that 


the money had been paid toa public officer 


with a corrupt motive and purpose of pro- 
curing Gen. Hurlbut’s permit, and that the 
latter officer was cognizant of the transaction. 
Gen. Hurlbut seems to be just the kindof a 
man to send to Peru, which is a played out 
country, and we congratulate President Gar- 
field and Mr. Blaine on the fitness of the ap- 
pointiment. 


The Queen’s Birthday. 
London Special to Chicago Times. 
On Saturday the Queen's birthday was cél- 
rincipally as a hol- 
iday. The most noticeable feature was that 
favorite military event of each year known as 
„trooping the colors,“ which oecurred in 
front of the Horse Guards at 10 a. m., the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, the 
Duke of Cambridge and other dignitaries be- 
ing presentat the ceremony.

DON'T DO THAT, HICKEY!” 


Arrest of One of the Participators in the 
Great Cutting Affray. * 


The bloody scene enacted in front of Tom 
Kelley’s saloon, No. 109 North Sixth street, on 
the evening of December 2 last, is brought 
again to the attention of the public by the 
arrest of Frank Hickey, one of the principal 


parties implicated. The circumstances of the 
affray were as follows: Between Kelley’s 
saloon and arestaurant just south of it is a 
stairway — up a keno 
room. Extraordinary vigilance 

being maintained, as 11 descent 
upon the den by the police was what might be 
ut any moment expected. About dusk on the 
evening in question ‘‘Larry’’ (John) O’Brien 
was stationed at the head of the stairs as 
guard, with instructions to permit no ohe to 
enter whom he aid not know. Shortly after 6 
o’clock a party of roughs, badly under the 
influence of liquor, Came up the stairs and de- 
manded admittance. Being refused, they 
descended the stairs muttering and swearing, 
and were followed by ‘‘Larry’’ and Joe 
O’Brien. At the foot of the -stairs the 
men engaged in a wordy quarrel, and a 
moment later one of the ruffians drew a knife 
and made a thrust at Larry, but was knock- 
ed down by Joe O’Brien. At this juncture a 
crowd gathered and a sort of promiscuous cut- 
ting and slashing followed, which however, 
did not last more thantwo minutes, when the 
four men who had demanded admission to the 
keno room turned and filed. 1 were all 
strangers, but as the man drew his knife on 
‘*Larry’’ O’Brien one of his companions 
cried out ‘‘Don’t dothat, Hickey.’ This 
was all that the er had to work upon, and 
although several arrests were made none of 
the parties were identified. In the affray Joe 
Graviere received @ stab inthe leftside anda 
slash across the left arm at the elbow. He has 
recovered from the effects of the thrust, but 
his arm is now withered and and helpless. 
Jimmie Kelley received a cut across his left 
aim, and John O'Brien was badly disfigured 
by a gash across his right cheek, also receiv- 
inga glancing blow from aknife across his 
right side that laid bear the ribs. James Me- 
Comac received five severe wounds about the 
arms, Shoulders and back. Jimmie Kelley’s 
Scotch terrier Wasp was fearfully slashed, 
being neurly cutintwo. For over tive months 
the police have been utterly unable to bring 
the perpetrators of this outrage to justice. 
They had very accurate descriptions of the 
men, and have been on the lookont ever since. 
Hickey, uho, did most ofjthe cutting, was de- 
scribed as a short, heavily built man, not over 
Is years old. Last night between 10 and 11 
o’ciock{Ofticers Golden and Schaffer found a 
manatthe corner of Sixth street and Cass 
avenue so nearly answering to their descrip- 
tionot Hickey that they arrested him on 
suspicion and took him to the Third District 
Station. This morning he was taken to the 
Four Courts, where he was identified by Joe 
Graviere and Joe O’Brien, and a warrant was 
sworn out charging him with assault to kill. 


HOMICIDE, 


Charles Seifired on Trial for the Killing of 
William Johnson, 

To-day the trialof Charles Seiffrefl for the 
killing of Willlam Johnson was begun in the 
Criminal Court. Gov. Charles P. Johnson and 
Mr. Joseph G. Lodge appear for the defend- 
ant. The homicide for which Seiffred is now 
on trial Was committed on August 18, 1880, at 
Fifth and Cerre streets. The defendant with 
some friends went to Johnson's, on Fourthand 
Mulberry, where they became involved ina 
difficulty with the barkeeper on account of a 
cripple who was in the saloon at the time. 
Guion, the saloon keeper, sent the boy out for 
arevolver, which was brought him, and he 
held the revolver in one hand and a glass in 
theother, but did not use either,though a shot 
was fired at Guion. The next day Johnson, the 
proprietor of the suloon, was on his way home 
when sSeiffred met him at Fifth and Cerre 
streets. He probably thought that Johnson 
was prepared to assault him. He 
was “a large ard powerful man, 
while Seiffred was only of slightbuild The 
defendant was around witha self-cocking re- 
volver which he held ready for use when 
Johnson approached. Seitfred fired tour shots, 
inflicting wounds which proved fatal shortly 
afterwards. Ed. Thorn, a fireman, arrived 
und disarmed Siefired. The principal witness 
put on the stand to-day was Dora Johnson, a 
sister of the deceased, who testified that she 
lived at 637 South Fifth strectin August, 1880, 
and on the evening of the shooting she was ly- 
ing down in her room in the second st ry of the 
house. Startled by ashotshe ran tothe win- 
dow and looking out through the shutters saw 
Seiffred onthe sidewalk with his pistol in his 
hand. She saw him fire the second, third and 
fourth shots in rapid succession, She then saw 
ber brother who was wounded and died shortly 
iter. Ed. Thorn, the tireman, said that 
when he came up with Seiffred 
aboy cameup and said Johnson was dead. 


He replied, Jam glad of it; I shot him to kill 


him.’’ He said Johnson would kill him if he 
did not shoot first. The defense claim thut 
hed Seiffreid not been armed witha self-cock- 
inzievelverthe result of the affray would be 
cuite ailferent. Several witnesses were put on 
the stand and the case is progressing rapidly.

A iet Arrival at the Union Depot 
This Morning. 


The Conference With Texas Rail 
road Magnates This 
Afternoon. 


A Peace Policy—The Southwestern Busi- 
ness—A Speculation Mania. 


Jay Gould and party arrived this morning at 
the Union Depot. The ‘‘Convoy’’ and the 
„San Francisco’’, official cars of the Missouri 
Pacific,had been sent up to bring the travelers 
from Chicago and came in attached to the rear 
of the Wabash train. The latter was an hour 
behind the schedule time and when it stopped 
at{the lower end of the depot there were not a 
dozen people looking on to see the railroad 
magnates alight. The party had break- 
fasted in good season before reach- 
ing East St. Louis, and when the 


train reached its destination they were ready 
for the day’s business. Mr. Gould was one of 
the first to reach the platform. He wore a dark 
business suit and a tall white hat, while Mr. 
Talmage, who had charge of the traveling ar- 
rangements,was giving some jnstructions as to 
the ‘disposition ofthe baggage andcars. Mr. 
Gould took a couple of turns up and down the 
platform, stepping along leisurely and ages | 
about him. He is in thebest of health an 
spirits and chatted pleasantly with the twoor 
three gentlemen who came up to greet him. 
Hiis plans regarding the St. Louis visit are 
somewhat indefinite. One principal purpose 
ofthe visitis tomeet Mr. H. M. Hoxie, the 
neral manager of the Texas Pacific, and 
Capt. R. S. Hays of the International and 
Great Northern. With these gentlemen, of 
whose arrival here yesterday Mr. Gould was 
intormed by telegraph, he expects to havea 
conference at the genera offices of 
the Missouri Pacific to-day. At this confer- 
ence it is expected that a final decision will be 
reached astothe mannerin which the great 
Southwest system shall be operated in the fut- 
ure. Nothing definite as to the consolidation 
or lease can be stated until after this meeting. 

The length of Mr. Gould’s stay in St. Louis 
and the programme of the trip on leaving here 
will depend largely on developments here. 
Some telegrams are expeeted which may cause 
achange. The present plan, however, is to go 
from St. Louis to Omaha and then back East. 

The most important business transacted at 
Chicago was at the meeting of the Southwest- 
rn Railway Association yesterday. Mr. Gould 
has been represented as unfriendly to the pool 
and as likely to break it. The course he and 
bis associates took at the meeting was in favor 
of a continuance of the pool, and of making it 
atronger by bringing in the Iowa lines. Mr. 
Gould took very decided grounds in favor of 
harmonious relationship between the roads. 
Speaking on the subject, he said: 

Jam not in favor of railway wars. The ef- 
fort at a reorganization of the pool shall re- 
ceive my hearty support. But the trame of 
that South western system has never gone into 
the pool. Why |should it now? There is less 
reason now than formerly for puttingit into 
the pool. Those lines are at present under one 
control, and that control is f-iendly to the 
Southwestern pool, while-formerly they were 
under competition ownerships, and none of 
them particularly friendly to the pool. The 
worst drawback, however, tothe reorganiza- 
tion of the freight pool is the disturbance in 
passenger tariffs between Chicago‘and South- 
western points. We can’t do much toward 
reorganizing or extending the present pool un- 
til the passenger rates are restored.’’ 

Inthe course of a general conversation 
about the Mexican railway schemes, Gen. 
Grant and Mr. Gould’s interest in the same,the 
question was asked whether or not he is fur- 
nishing financial aid to any other of the nu- 
merous railway 8 in Mexico. Only in 
the extension of my Southwestern or Texas 
system to Laredo,“ was the reply. lam not 
interested in narrow-gauge roads. I am sat- 
isfied that the standard gauge will take the 
business as a general thing. Thereisa mania 
—it amounts, indeed, almosttoa disease—for 
investment in railway properties, and any 
kind of scheme can be floated now. Isome- 
times think that the more worthiess the scheme 
the more certain itis of success. This sort of 
thing is breeding a serious financial crisis for 
thiscountry, I am afraid.’’ The question 
wus asked if there was not some means at 
hand of sto ping this mania. No, no, in- 
terrupted Mr. Gould, ne can’t stop any- 
thing in this ey - The country is too big. 
I made up my mind long] ago not to attempt to 
stem any tides, but to be fashionable and drift 
along with the crowd, keeping us near to the 
shore as possible.’’ 

The gentlemen who accompanied Mr. Gould 
from Chicago were A. L. Hopkins, of the Wa- 
bash gli. F. Clark, of the Missouri Pacific John 
C. Gault, of the Wabash ; A. W. Soper, gen- 
eral manager of the Iron. Mountain, and A. A. 

almage, general manager of the Missouri 
Pacitic. Aj er the last named gentleman had 
completed his instructions irespecting the cars 
he joined Mr. Gould and the two walked slowly 
down the platform to the general offices of the 
Missouri Lacie where Mr. Gould found some 
correspondence es him. The other gen- 
tlemen looked uptheir baggage and wentin 
different directions. Rooms have been en- 
gaged atthe Southern, and Mr. Gould will 
make that hotel his headquarters during his 
stay here.
